THE LIQUOR LAW, &C. 


-Tito duties ot llie [loan! of Aldermen, 1 
have no doubt, will be quite fn embarrassing, 
for the present year, tinder tlie existing Li- 
cense law, as they have been for the year past. 
Applications for .Licenses will be equally as 
numerous as heretofure.nnd I eanonly express 
the liope tbat care be taken not to grant U- 
censes to any parlies, by v/honi there 13 tlie 
least reason to believe the Iftu 
1 will be covertly 


violated, cither by selling liquor on Sundays, 
or to persons to whom the law strictly forbids 
its sale. 


Three fourths, if not nirictcnlhs, of nil the 


trouble and pauperism in tins, us in nlmost 
every othc> community, it is well known is 
caused by the tiaflic in ardent spirits, licit 
for this your Police Officers would have com 
paratively nothing to do. 


The difficulty of convicting a liquor dealc 


of violating tlie law,—crtn when you feel 
certain Uiat you have proof-positive of the 
fact,—is beyond comprehension. 1 mention a 
single case as on illustration. The City Mar- 
shal, some time since, caused to be arrested 
and brought 1-cfore the Board of Ald-rmen, 
a dealer, TAho, he . was assuied, had violated 
the law by selling to some young men on Sun- 
day.' - The young men frankly acknowledged 
that it was so, previous to being summoned to 
testify, but when brought upon the stand, it 
was found that the qitnlity of the liquor, (OT 
something else.) had destroyed their memories. 
Of course the complaint was of no ayaH- - 


It is gratifying to learn from' the City Mar- 


bliat, th.lt for tlie last three months, at least 
the aggregate number of persons committed 
to the Station HoUsefor drunkenness has very 
materially diminished. This is encouraging . 
SOMETHING to be thankful for. No parent, or 
guardian; \vho haa a family of Sons and 
daughters to care for, will-regret, I am sure, 
that thtre exists SOME good inltuenccsin our 
mids|, calculated to produce a favorable ehwige 
in this icspect. 


It is very easy, and TCry common, to find 


fault with officials for alleged neglect of duty, 
and especially as regards rum selling, but i 
those who are the most anxious that an tx 
ample should he made of SOMEHODT, (no nat- 
ter who,) would have the moral courage to 
produce the unmistakable rnoor of violations 
of the law, their anxiety, in this connexion 
could at any time be gratified. 


And so I might say it is with other dis 


graceful erils, which'exist to an alarming ex 
tent in various paits of the City; worse even 
than drunkenness it.«elf. The*e evib tould be 
most effectually eradicated were respectable 
citi/enj, who reside in the vicinity of the pot 
luted d«ns, flnd resorts for Gambling, and are 
often annoyed by them, disposed to nid tlie 
authorities by making, in manner and fonn 
the kind of complaint necessary to warran 
their interference. 


BOOJIS lOn THE OTEttSEKR. 


I took occasion, some time ago, to call at 


tentidn of tho City Council to the necessity o 
providing more suitable accommodations fo 
the Overseer of the Poor. The room in the 
City Hall Building, which ha9 heretofore been 
and now is, jointly occupied by the Oversee 
and the City Treasurer, is frequently, dnrir.;
